• Spray  irrigation  running  between 
the  hours  of  1 0am  and  4pm. 

(Hand  watering  during  this  time 
frame  is  permitted.) 

• Spray  irrigation  landing  on  any 
impervious  surface  such  as  the 
street,  sidewalk,  patio,  walkway, 
or  driveway. 

• Hosing  of  any  impervious 
surfaces  such  as  the  street, 
sidewalk,  patio,  walkway,  or  driveway. 

• Car  washing  without  the  use  of  a bucket  and  automatic 
shut-off  hose  nozzle. 

• Any  use  of  water  that  causes  water  to  run  off  into  the 
street  or  alley. 

• Water  features  not  constructed  with  a recycling  water 
system. 

• Leaking  from  any  exterior  or  interior  pipe,  hose  or 
plumbing.
